Sey ator Morgan has as much as any of his 

Ucs appeared as the champion of the 
»iyistration. It was no new thnig to hear 
e against the educational bill, but his 
opinicns on this que tion appear to grow more 
and mere extreme. He has recently favored 
the s»rate witha long and finely spun disser- 
tation on the theory of 
ou government. Mr. Morgan 
alwars talks well, but the very facility with 
which he expresses himself weakens his force 
asaspeaker. None of his speeches are strik- 
ingly pointed; and in the multiplicity of the 
reasons he offers for any position he assumes 
there is a loss of all special and commanding 
force. He is the intellectual antipode to the 
man of one idea in that he appears to have too 
many ideas. His reasoning seems more like 
that of a trained sophist than that of a prac- 
tical legislator, who takes things as they are 
and does not make longexcursions to find inge- 
nions objections. 

Speaker Carlisle is also arrayed against the 
educational bill. The speaker 1s getting into 
close accord with the administration. Ilis po- 
sition on the question of silver coinage was not 
known until recently. It turas out that he is 
heartily in favor of a 

‘ SUSPENSION OF SILVER COINAGE, 

He supposed that he had arranged the commit- 
tee on coinage so as to indorse his v.ews, but 
the expressions of the people could not fail to 
have its «ffect on that committee and the gold 
bugs cannot control it. Mr. Findlay, of Mary- 
land made a violent assault on silver and it 1s 
followed by his almost immediate promotion 
to the head of the committee on banking aud 
currency, the place which Governor Curtin re- 
fused to accept as a reparation for his removal 
from the head of the committee on foreign 
affairs. 

The speaker is in a decided minority of the 
house on the silver question and it may turn 
out that-he is ina similar attitude on the edu- 
cational bill. The friends of the measure are 
active and confident. 

MR. .WILLIS, OF KENTUCKY, 
chairman of the sub-committee which has the 
matter in charge: says he is confident that some 
liberal bill will pass both houses. Said he: ‘‘I 
believe that at least four-fifths of the people 
of this country want some bill passed granting 
national aid to education. I am surprised to 
find some opposition to it from southern mem- 
bers. The south will be the chief beneficiary 
from such an enactment, and the objections 
offered by some southern men to the passage of 
such a bill are flimsy and unsubstantial, com- 
pared to the great practical benefits which they 
might secure for their people by a support of 
this idea.”’.” 

The best opinion is that the Blair bill will 
pass both houses. It will give about 377,000,- 
(000 to educational purposes in the next ten 
years. The money is to be applied under

Senator Sharon, whom Senator Fair succeeded, 
was in his seat less than a dozen times in six 
years. Senator Fair did much better at first, 
but is tust falling into the bad habit of his pre- 
dlecessor., In the case of Senator Jones 
za delicate and appealing excuse 
is offered, It is said that 
he is engaged in the endeavor to fasciuate a 
lovely widow in the far west who can draw 
her check for two miHion dollars. Senator 
Jones is considered an able man, but his most 
enthusiastic admirer has never dared to assert 
that he could discharge the onerous duties of 
a senator and keep up with a two million dollar 
widow at the same time, 

Northwestern congressinen who have been 
making inquiries as to the progress of the ne- 
gotiations which the present administration 
has been carrying on with France with view 
zosecuring a modification, if not an abolition 
of the restrictions upon the importations of 
American pork, say thatthey are satisfied that 
the negotiations have been unsuccessful.

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A NEW CHINESE BILL 


Efforts to Get Rid of the Hated Mongolians 
by Congressional Enactment. 
WASHINGTON, February 21.—[Special.| 
The majority of the sub-committee of the 
house committee on foreign affairs have agreed 
upon a2 new anti-Chinese bill, in spite of the 
opposition of Mr. Rice, of Massachusetts. 
It will probably be reported to the full .com- 
mitttee this week, and by the full committee 
Zo tbe house. .It provides that a Chinese resi- 
dent of this country leaving 
at eannot return after the ex- 
piration-of two years from the time of his 
departure. At the time of his departure he 
must leave his photograph and personal de- 
&cliption with the eollector of customs of the 
port from which he leaves. The bill is to go 
into effect within four months of its passage, 
It will probably also contain the famous twenty 

vyeals clause. r. ma. & 


Indemnity forthe Chinese. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 21.—[Special. } 
If the damage claims which the Chinese repre- 
fentatives have preferred can be brought to a 
head, the anti-Mongolian riots and expulsions 
are likely to cost the people of the United 
States a round sum. On calling at the Chinese 
consulate the correspondent found that his 
Visit was expected, Mr. King 
a Yale student, acted as inter- 
pretcr.

Their homes were then burned, Claims 
to the amount of $30,000 have or will be filed 
for that episode. On September 11 much Chi- 
nese property was eWeek at Coal Creek 
mine, in King county, Washington territory. 
Claims have been filed for $4.55. The chief 
damage at Tacoma was done on November 3 
and partial claims have been forwarded to the 
amount of $95,750,’

that instance, if the authorities show a dispo- 
sition to punish the offenders ”

The North Caroliha Seaport 
Yesterday. 

Wintmineron, N. C., February 21.—A_ dis- 
astrous fire occurred in the business portion of 
this city this afternoon, the loss from which 
will probably exceed one million dollars. The 
fire originated on the river steamer Bladen, 
cotton laden, which set fire to the wharf and 
the sheds of the Clyde line of steamships. A 
high wind was blowing at the time, and the 
tire spread rapidly, sweeping away the busi- 
pess houses on Water street for three 
blocks, and many valuable residences on 
Front and Second streets. Among the build- 
ings destroyed were the First Methodist 
church, the office of the Atlantic coast line, 
the freight depots of the Wilmington, Colum 
bia and Augusta and the Wilmington and Wel- 
don railroads, the Champion compress, two 
large grain mills and saw mill, and the offices 
and warehouses of A. Sprunt & Son, Worth & 
Worth, Kirchner & Calder Bros., S. P. Shot- 
ler & Co., and others. The steamer River 
Queen and schooner Holmes were burned. 

HGW THE FIRE ORIGINATED. 

The Sieamer Bladen, plying between this 
city and Fayetteville, \.C., caught fire this 
afternoon about 4 o'clock, just before reaching 
her wharf, and owing tothe inflammable nature 
of her cargo, consisting of rosin, spirits of tur- 
pentine and cotton, was immediately envelop- 
ed in flames. The pilot headed her for the 
nearest available wharf. and the passengers 
succeeded in escaping, some by boats 
from the adjoining vessels and others by 
jumping overboard, when they were 
quickly rescued. The deserted steamer landed 
against the wharf of the New York and Wil- 
mington steamship company, and the fire was 
quickly communicated to the sheds and ware- 
houses thereon. The wharves and sheds being 
saturated with rosin and turpentine the spread 
of the fire was rapid, and despite the efforts of 
the tiremen became a disastrous conflagration. 
There was a gale of wind blowing at the 
time from the southwest, and soon the 
blocks on the water front were burning 
fiercely. At about eight o’clock the fire was 
gotten under control, but not until it 
bad destroyed a million and a half dollars 
worth ef property, Starting from (Chestnut 
treet the New York steamship company’s 
wharf and warehouse were burned, next the 
store and oflices of IF. W. Kurehner &

ton. Columbiaand Augusta railroad companies, 
and several sailor boarding houses were de- 
stroyed, and in addition to the steamer Bladen 
the steamer River Queen, of the same line. 
was burned to the water's edge, 

THE LILLIE HOLMES BURNED. 

The American schooner, Lillie Holmes, not 
heing able to get out of reach of the flames. 
was aiso burned and will prove a total loss, 
Over two bupdred and fifty thousand dollars 
worth of goeds were burned in one warehouse. 
Owing to the sparks wafted by the wind, nu- 
merous private dwellings caught fire, and 
were burned to the ground, including those 
of lion. George Davis, Colonel] c.  a 
rink, Mr. Solomon Baer and 
about thirty other:. In addition 
a block of small tenements occupied by colored 
people was completely swept away, although 
nearly a mile distant from the main fire. In 
addition the general offices of the Atlantic 
Coast line, located here, were destroyed with 
a number of valuable papers and records. 
The Front street Methodist church was in- 
cluded in the list of buildings barned, and is 
a total loss. Owine tothe general demoraliz- 
ation incident to the fire, it is impossible to 
ascertain tonight the individual losses or 
insurance. 

THE WIRES TORN DOWN. 

The telegraph wires in the streets were 
pulled down, and communication is difficult, 
though the management is using every pos- 
sible endeaver to keep the service intact. So 
many poor people are turned out that fears 
are entertained of serious distress on this ac- 
count, and active efforts are being made to 
relieve all suffering. Quitea handsome sum 
has already been raised, and others are eon- 
tributing. The guests of the Orton house 
alone raised a munificent purse, which is. he- 
ing distributed to those most in need.

BEECHER’S WATCH. 


Paying One Hundred Dollars for the Swag 
of a Robber. 

New York, February 21.—[Special.}—‘‘l am 
a receiver of stolen goods,” said Henry Ward 
Beecher to your vorrespondent. “I have paid 
a hundred dollars forthe swag of a ro»ber. 
W hat-edo you think of that?” The interviewer 
said that he preferred to get an opinion rather 
than give one. “But I have hardly made one 
up yet,” the Plymouth pastor continued, ‘‘and 
really am uncertain whether I have 
done wrong or not. The plunder was 
my own watch that some pickpocket took from 
my person several months ago. <A _ reward 
was offered, for the watch was valued asa 
keepsake as well as best of timekeepers, and I 
was extremely auxious?to recoverfit. Still, I 
would have sacrificed it had the alternative 
been the clearance of the thief scot free. The 
fsct isthatthere was no possible chance, so 
the detectives assured me, of catching the 
rascal. Thewatch came back in such a rouad- 
about way—I am under promise not lo 
divulge the particulars--that it would 
have been impossible to track it to the 
stealer. So I suppose I am innocent 
of wickedness in the matter. I am a pos- 
itive gainér through that theft, however, for 
the original watch is multiplied into fonr. 
Here they are. A manufacturer sent me. a 
watch immediately after my loss was publish- 
ed: then a friend made a gift of a very hand- 
some one, and pretty soon the city of Boston 
bestowed a magnificent third on me as a token 
of the address I made there ; and now, finally, 
the first is in my hands again. But I warn 
pickpockets that 1 shall carry only one ata 
time, and shall fasten it to my clothes witha 
device that I’ve bought for the purpose.”

LEGISLATION AHEAD. 


THE WORK WHICH WILL ENGAGE 
THE ATTENTION OF CONGRESS. 


Senator Hipple Mitchell to Address the Senate O21 
the Chinese Question—Senator Fry’s laterna- 
tlonal Congress Scheme—The House to 
Take up the Deficiency Bill, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, February 21.—Monday being 
Washington’s birthday, neither house of con- 
gress will be in session. The Blair education 
bill remains the unfinished business of the 
senate. Should it be disposed of before the 
end of the week, Senator Hoar will try to se- 
cure the right-of-way for the bankruptcy bill, 
and Senator Platt wil! make a like effort in 
behalf of the Washington territory bill. Sen- 
ator Mitchell, of Oregon, intends to address 
the senate Tuesday on the Chinese question. 
and Senator Frye will seek opportunity dur- 
ing the weck to makea speech on the fisheries 
question. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The house of representatives is likely to de- 
vote the weck to the consideration of apprv- 
priation bills. The committee on appropriations 
expectsto report the immediate defici 
bill Tuesday, and will endeavor to have it con- 
sidered and passed thatday. The pension and 
Indian appropriation bills now on the calendar 
will probably be taken up in the order named. 
During the morning hours it is expected that 
the Hennepin canal bill will be taken up and 
discussed. Debate on the measure will, with- 
out doubt, wlolly consume the two hours al- 
owed for discussion under the 
rules, and the bill will then take 
its place onthe house calendar as 
unfinished business. If the committee on 
Pacific railwaysis reached in the morning 
hour call, it will call up the bill relative to the 
compulsory survey and patenting of lands 
granted the Pacific railroad companies. The 
various appropriation bills are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion in the committee, and 
it is probable that the military academy, the 
aimy, the consular and the diplomatic and 
postoflice appropriation bills will be reported 
to the house during the week and placed on 
the calendar. 

FRYE’S INTERNATIONAL SCHEME. 

Senator Frye will introduce the fvllowing 
bill in the senate on Tuesday : 

Be it enacted, etc., that the president be and:he 
hereby is authorized and directed to invite, on be- 
half of the government and people of the United 
States, delegates from each of the republics of Cen- 
tral and South America, including Mexico and San 
Domingo and the empire of Brazil, to assemble in 
the city of Washington on the first day of October, 
1886, to consider and decide upon such questions 
as shall be to the mutual interest and common 
welfare of the American. people; that each of the 
independent nations of this hemisphere shall be 
entitled to send as many delegates as cach may 
determine, but in the decision of the qnestions in 
congress no delegation shall have more than one 
vote. 

section 2. Thatin forwarding this invitation to 
the constituted authorities of the several inde 
pendent governmentsof the American hemisphere 
the’president of the United'states shall set forth that 
said congress is called to conside! 

1. Measures that shall tend to presevre the peace 
and promote the prosperity of the American 
nations, and to present united resistance against 
the encroachments ofthe European monarchia! 
power: and to preserve the integrity and present 
territorial conditions of each against forcible dis 
memberment. 

2. Moasurces toward the formation of an 
American customs union, under which the trad 
of the American nations shall, so far as is practic 
able and gn ener be confined to American 
waters, and there shall be a free interchange of 
the peculiar natural and manufactured products o! 
each. 

% The establishment fof direct, regular and 
frequent lines of steamship communicatien be- 
tween the ports of the American continents, 

1. The establishment of a uniform = system 
of customs regulations in each of the independent 
American states. to govern the exportation anil 
importation of merchandise; a uniform method of

That sneh delegates 
said congress shall be the guests 
ment of the United States, and 
tained from the time of their arrival i 
country until the time of their departure, in sue 
manner as shall be consistent with the dignity of 
this nation andthe importance of the duty they 
ere appointed to perform, and that the sum of 
*1U0,000, or so much théreof as may be necessary 
is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury nototherwise appropriated, the same to 
Le disbursed under the direction of the secretary 
of state. 

Section 4. That the presidentof the United States 
shall, before the adjournment of the present con 
grees, by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, appoint twenty-four delegates to 
said congress, selected equally from the two po 
litical parties, at least three of whom shall be 
learned in international law, and the remainder 
men who are actively engaged in agriculture, 
manufacturing and exportation and importation 
of merchandise, ard said delegates appointed on 
part of the United States shall serve without com- 
pensation other than their actual expense. 

MR. FRYE’S EXPLANATION, 

In an interview Mr. Frye said the object of 
the bill, as shown in its several sections, was 
to bring the nations of the American hemis- 
pheres into closer political and commercial 
relations; that while he did not advocate any 
political compact which might involve the 
(‘nited Statesin complications with our sister 
republics, he believed that a convention could 
be entered into under which the good offices 
of this government could be exercised so as to 
preserve the peace and encourage the develop- 
ment ofthe nations that have been formed up- 
on the model of our own and are 
striving to ianitate us in all 
features of our national greatness. 
It was the duty of the United States, as the 
mother of the republics. and the most power- 
ful of American nations, to take the lead in 
measures that would resultin the permanent 
good of all. If twenty or more from each of the 
leading men of each of these Spanish-Amer- 
ican states would be brought to United States 
as guests of this government, and made famil- 
iar with the advance in civilization of this 
country, with our industrial developments, 
political and educational progress and econ- 
omic conditions of our people, it would 
be to their advantage and to ours. 
One great obstacle to the extension 
our trade among the Spanish American nations 
was their ignorance of us, and our ignorance 
of them. and he believes an increased com- 
merce would naturally follow a more intimate 
acquaintance. Commercial intimacy is the 
natural and necessary result of those friendly 
relations, and the extension of our mar«cts 
upon this hemisphere was the most important 
problem that now confronted the American 
people. e 

With reference to the proposed common 
silver coin, Mr. Frye said: “We are now par- 
ing from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 gold as 
balance of trade to countfies that have no 
coin but silver in circulation. They do not want 
gold, and it simply passes through their hands 
into the pockets of the English and German 
tradesmen. Asa matter of fact, although this 
gold is given in payment for merchandise pur- 
chased in South America, it does not go there 
atall, but is shipped from New York to 
London. I am confident thata treaty could 
be made with each of the Central and South 
American nations, under which this balance 
would be paid in silver. The value of the 
product of our mines would be increased, and 
a perplexing question settled. It will poems 
bly be suggested that this silver will all eome 
back to us from the English, to whom it would 
go. This is undoubtedly true, and might be 


an objection to such proposition if our trade 
with South America were to eutirely 
cease. But we will continue to purchase 
hides and coffee and other articles from 
these countries, and the silver would be paid 
out again as fast as comes back tous. At least 
one hundred millions of silver, perhaps double 
that sum, can thus be kept in circulation, and 
the great part of it will naturally be absorbed 
by the countries to which it goes. Only three 
of the great South American nations are pro- 
ducing silver in any quantity, and every one 
who has been to these countries and to the 
West Indies, know that they are the hospitals 
in which allour mutilated coins find refuge. 
I am in favor of a customs union, an American 
zolverein, if you please, reciprocal concessions 
by enc h of the American nations. We now 
admit free of duty nearly all the products of 
Central and South America, while a high duty is 
levied on a}l our products that go down there. 
I am quite sure we could get some valuable 
coucessions by asking forthem. The report 

_the Seuth American commission proves 

bis, but beyond everything else is the estab- 
ishment of a direct regular steamship com- 
uunication between New York, New Orleans, 
San Franciseo aud other ports of this country 
and hemisphere, Upon that everything rests. 
We cannot expect to have any trade with 
couutries we have no means of reaching, and 
us iong a3 their lines of communication are 
almost entirely in the hands of foreigners we 
may expect that those who control these lines 
will divert as much trade to their own markets 
as they can do.” 

Mr. Frye said he should press this bill upon 
the attention of the senate, and believed it of 
greater importance to the agricultural, indus- 
trial and mercantile interests of the country 
(han any that had heen proposed for years. 


GOLD COUNTING BY A GHOST. 


A Deceased Ex-Justice’s Midnight Vagaries 
--liunting for Lost Treasures, 

Myerstown, Pa., February 21.—John 
Lebman, who for many years was a justice of 
the peace of Jackson township, died of apo- 
plexy. After hisdeath when his son Isaac 
began eXamining his papers and hunting up 
his effects he found, vontrary to his expecta- 
tiens, that his father was a comparatively 
poorman. Several thousand dollars were 
supposed to be missing and suspicion was 
aroused, but it was not known what had be- 
come of the money. Suddenly a certain 
hond made _its appearance which 
caused some excitement. Somejtime after the 
death the house was occupied by John Fox and 
family, but they only remained «a short time 
and moved away. The house is now occupied 
by Joseph Peffly, who declares that unusual 
noises are heard. His statement is that some 
time after dark a strange noise is heard up 
stalls, sounding as if some one had a box filled 
with gold, and would empty thesame ina pile, 
and then it would seem as though it ran down 
into the cellar. 

Attimesasharp crack is heard similar in 
courd as though one would takea strip of 
beard and strike it against another board. 
Then the weather-boarding is seemingly torn 
down and replaced again. A new suit of 
clothes was found by Mr. Peftly in the cellar 
uncer some hoards. Some one had been there 
and told the family that at a certain place 
there was a kettle with gold and silver hidin 
the earth, and on the top of which 
would be found a large stone. 
Search was made, and the stone, a; 
predicted, was found, but on removing the 
same no kettle nor money was there. The 
opinion that Mr. Lehman had hidden some of 
his money is generally entertained, since none 
of it could be found after his death, and these 
midnight visitations seem to strengthen this 
belief amonga certain class. 

Some thirty persons visited the house last 
bight to listen to the ghostly noises. Further 
Investigation will be made.

A Wrargle About an Infant. the Parentage 
of Which is in Doubt. 

PigrspurG, Pa,, February 21.—A baby case, 
recuiring all the legal acumen of a Solomon to 
decide justly. came up before Judge White 
vest rday. The court, in the face of \ ery com- 
plex and contradictory evidence, was com- 
pelled to allow a withdrawal of the suit. Last 
Juiy Mrs. Bauer, just arrived from Germany, 
was abandoned in this city by her husband. 
who eloped with a married woman, Be- 
ing im straitened circumstances, she went 
to the poor farm, where, October 23, she gave 
hirth to a child. About the same time a 
Mrs. Henry Myers, who had lost a child by 
death, offered to adopt Mrs. Bauer's baby until 
the latter would be able to take care of the in- 
fant herself. An agreement was drawn up, the 
burden of which was that Mrs. Myers was to 
hold possession of the child until such time as 
the mother could support it. Not long ago the 
Society St. Vincent de Paul removed Mrs. 
bauer from the home. She called on Mrs. 
M vers, who refused to deliver upthe child then 
in her possession and claimed by Mrs. Bauer, 
protesting that the child was her own. Mrs. 
Bauer had awrit of habeas corpus issued in 
court. Officials at the poor farm positively 
identified the baby as the issue of Mrs. Bauer, 
and recognized the defendant as the woman 
who had taken itaway. Mrs. Bauer became 
almost frantic when the child was removed 
from her arms, where it was momentarily 
placed for identification. ‘ithe other hand, 
witmesses for the defense swore that the 
child was Mrs. Myers’s, born November 15. 
The strangest part of the proceeding is that 
there is no record at the office of the board of 
health of the birth of the Myers infant on or 
about November 13, while the arrival of the 
Bauer infant is properly recorded io the ar- 
chives of the poor farm. The Society >t. Vine 
cent de Paul will make a further effort ™ 
establish the identity of Mrs. Bauer's baby, and 
will also bear her ex penses back to her home 
in Germany.

LONDON, February ?1.—Tod: he social- 
ists marched from all London, aud 
massed 50,000 strong in Hvde park. The 
leaders arrived at the Keformers’ tree at: p. 

Mounted police patrolled 
the entrances of the park, and strong reserves 
were held in readiness for any emergency. 
During the meeting 2,000 roughs, of threaten- 
ing appearance, gathered on Great Stanhope 
strect, but ther were vigorously charged and 
dispersed by the police. Speeches were made 

m three platforms. Resolutions were adop- 
ted expressing indignation at the delay of the 
sovernment in commencing public works for 
the relief of men out of work. Burns deliv- 
ered an effective oration, in which he depre- 
cated any attempt at looting or rioting, attri- 
buted the previous rioting to the mockeries 
of the club men. and appealed to the audience 
not to take the ransom prematurely, nor to 
give police spies a chance to traduce them. 
Hivndman, Williams and Champion spoke in 
their usual strain, but without using violent 
apguage, aithough earnestly demanding a 
i revolution in the positions of capital 
and labor. When the meeting ended, the 
crowd moved in an orderly manner to the exit 
at Hyde Park corner. There, without warning, 
bodies of mounted police made a furious 
rush into the crowd, especially in the vicinity 
of the leaders’ wagonettes. Many blows 
were dealt, and the police were hooted, The 
temper of the crowd was rising, but in re- 
sponse to the appeals of the speakers they be- 
haved admirably. A large section of the 
crowd escorted the wagonettes to Victoria 
street. The police continued their attempts 
to disperse the socialists, and by the time 
Westminster was reached, the crowd had 
been scattered and quiet prevailed in the 
streets. There was no attempt at rioting. 

In the melee withthe police severa! people 
were knocked down and slightly injured. 
Some stones were thrown by the men in the 
crowd and several shop windows broken in 
Westminster bridge road.

The cround in Carmel is whites, not wit) 
fallen snow, but the woo! from the backs of 
Ahree thousand sheep, for they are being 
shearcd. And I hear the grinding of the iron 
blades together, and the bleating of the flocks, 
held betweenthe knees of the shearers 
while the clipping goes on, and the 
rustic ‘aughter of the workmen.

To geta 
fiving in this next to the last decade of the 
ninetcenth century isastruggle. If he come 
home and sit down preoccupied. you ought to 
excuse iim. If he do not feel like going out 
that :izht for a walk or entertainment, re- 
annem! i@ nas been ouiall day. You say he 
Ought io leave at his place of business his an- 
noyances and come home cheery. But if aman 
has becn betrayed by a business partner, or a 
eusics bas jockeyed him out of a large bill 
of goods, or a protessed note has been flung on 
hiis desk. or somebody has called him -a liar 
and everything has gone wrong from morning

If you have no more 
than a half hour every day to yourself, you 
may fill your mind with entertaining and use-

tyle of work, and the professional man’s wife

It is very 
stupid for aman, after having been amid ac- 
tive minds all day, to tind his wife without in- 
formation or opinion 5 OU anything. It the 
wife knows nothing about what is going on in 
the-world, after the tea hour has passed and 
the husband has read the newspaper, he 
will have an engagement, and must go and see 
aman. In nine cases ont of ten when a man 
does not stay at home in the evening, unless 
positive duty calls him away. it is because 
there is nothing to stay for. He would rather 
talk with his wife than any one else if she 
could talk as well. 

I charge you my 
to make your home 
not enough of practical knowl- 
edge abont house adornment to know 
just what makes the difference, but here is an 
opulent house, containing all wealth of bric-a- 
brace, and of musical instrument, and of paint- 
ing, and of upholstery, and yet there is in ita 
chill like Nova Zembla. Another home, with 
one-twenticth part of the outlay, and small 
supply of art, and cheapest piano purchasable, 
and vet,as you enter it,there comes upon body, 
mind and soul a glow. of welcome and satisfied 

nd happy domesticity. The holy art of mak- 
ingthe most comfort and brightness out of the 
means afforded, every wife should study. 

At the siege of Argos, Pyrrhus was killed by 
the tile ofa roof thrown by a woman, and 
\bimeicch was slain by a stone that a woman 
threw from the tower of Thebez, and Earl 
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e Montfort was destroyed by a rock discharged 


at him by a woman from the walls of Toulouse. 
But without any weapon save that of her cold, 
cheeriess household arrangement, any wife 
mey slay all the attractions of a home circle. A 
wife and mother in prospered circumstances 
and ‘greatly admired, was giving her chief time 
to social life. The husband spent his evenings 
away. * Theson, fifteen years of age, got the 
same habit, and there was a prospect that the 
other children as they got old enough would 
tuke the same turn. One day the wife aronsed 
to the consideration that she had better save 
her husband and her boy. Interesting and 
‘tirring games were introduced into the house. 
mother studicd up interesting things 
l her children. One morning the son 
said: ‘Father, you ought to have been home 
last night. We hada grandtime. Such jolly 
such interesting stories.” This 
went on f night to night. and after awhile 
the husband®tayed in tosee what was going 
on, and he finally got attracted and added 
something of hisown to the evening enter- 
tainments; and the result was that the wife 
and mother sayed her husband and saved her 
hoy and saved herself. Was not that an en- 
ierprise worth the attention of the greatest 
woman thatever lived since Abigail at the 
foot of the rock arrested the four hundred 
armed warriors’ 

Do not, my sister, be dizzied and distarbed 
by the talk of those who think the home circle 
too insignificant fora woman’s career, and 
who want to get you out on platforms and in 
conspicuous enterprises. There are women 
who have a special outside mission, and do not 
dare to interpret me as derisive of their im-- 
portant mission. But my opinion is that 
the woman who can reinforce her 
husband in the work of life and rear her chil- 
dren for positions of usefulness, is doing more 
for God and the race and her own happiness, 
than if she spoke on every great 
platform and headed a hundred 
great enterprises. My mother never made 
a missionary speech in her life, and ata mis- 
sionary meeting I doubt whether she could 
bave got enough courage to vote aye or no, but 
she raised her son John, who has been preach- 
ing the gospel and translating religions litera- 
ture in Amoy, China, for about forty years. 
Was not that a better thing to do? 

Compare such an one with one of these die- 
away, attitudinizing, frivolous, married co- 
quettes of the modern drawing-room, her 
heaven an opera box on the night of Mey- 
erbeer’s “‘Robert le Diable,’’ the ten command- 
ments an inconvenience, taking arsenic to im- 
prove the complexion, and her appearance a 
confused result of belladonna, bleached hair, 
antimony and mineral acids, until one is com- 
pelled to discuss her character and wonder 
whether the line between a decent and inde- 
cent life is, like the equator, an imaginary line. 

What the world wants now is about fifty 
old-fashioned mothers, women who shall real- 
ize that the highest. grandest, mightiest insti- 
tution on earth isthe home. It is not neces- 
sary that they shonid bave the same old-tima 
manners of the country farm-hous3e, or wear 
the old-fashioned cap and spectacles @agapron 
that her gloritied ancestry wore; but [ mean 
the old spirit which began with the Hannahs 
and the Mother {ois and the Abigails of Scrip: 
ture days, and was demonstrated on the home- 
stead where some of us were reared, 
though the old house long ago was pulled dowa 
and its occupants scattered never to meet uatil 
in the higher home that awaits the families of 
the righteous. While thereare more good and 
faithful wives and mothers now than there 
ever were, society has gota wrong twist on 
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ect, and there are influences abroad 


id make women believe tha: their 
hie? Sphere is outside imstead of insile the 
home. ; 

Hence in many households children instead 
of a blessing area nuisance. It is card case 
versus child’s primey, carriage versus cradle, 
social popularity versus domestic felicity. 
Hence infanticide and ante-natal murder so 
common that all thephysicians, allopathic, hy- 
dropathic, homeopathetic and electic, are ery- 
ing Out in horror and it is time that the pul- 
pits joined With the medical profession in 
echoing and re-echoing the thunder of Mount 
Sinai, which says: “Thou shalt not kill.” and 
the book of Revelation which says ‘All murder- 

shall have their place in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone.” And the 
man or the wowan who takes life a minute old 
will as certainly go straight to hell as the man 
or woman who destroys life forty years old. 

And the wildest, loudest shrick of Judgmeat 
Day will be given at the overthrow of those 
who moved in the high and respected circles of 
earthly society; yet decreed by their own 
act, as far as they could privately effect 
it, the extermination of the advanc- 
ing generations, abetted in the horrid crime 
by a lot of infernal quacks with which modera 
medicine is infested.

husband to heay | the simple reason 
that you will ne lf, But I 
suppose that your religion is genuine and that 
the husband_ realiz re igs in your 
divine principe, and that, though you may be 
naturally quicker tempered than he is and 
have many iniperfections that distress you 
more than they can any one else, still you are 
destined for the skies when the brief scenes of 
this life are over. How will you take him 
with you? There are two oars to that boat— 
paryer and holy example. ‘ 

But you say he belongs to a worldly club, or 
he does not believe a word ofthe Libie, or he 
iS an inebriate and very loose in his habits” 
What you tell me shows that you don’t under- 
stand that while you are atone end ofa prayer 
the omnipotent God is at the other end, and ‘it 
is Simply a question whether almightiness is 
strong enough and keeps his word.

Inter-State Commerce. 

No bill before congress more deeply 
affects the people of this state than an iater- 
state commerce bill: and it mutters verp 
little whether a beginning is made under 
the Cullom bill or under the bill that Mr. 
Reagan has long advocated in the house. 
Each would inaugurate a national system of 
control as to inter state traffic. Neither is 
perfect, but either would farnish a basis for 
such amendments as experience would sug- 
gest. 

The Cullom bill was reported to the senate 
last week, and the Illinois senator gave no- 
tice that he would ask that the bill be ta- 
ken up for passage next week. It will un- 
doubtedly gain precedence in point of time 
if it passes the senate; for the house will 
soon be clogged with tariff and silver and 
appropriation bills, and the Reagan bill may 
not be reached at all.

Mr. Henry James’s ‘‘Princess Cassamas- 
sima’’ runs trippingly along, and the last 
installment appears to fulfill our prediction, 
that it is to be Mr. James’s most important 
work. There is a good deal of unnecessary 
affectation in the style, but the author of 
‘The Bostonians’’ appears for the first time 
to have secured a gripon certain important 
attributes of human character. Should he 
hold to it to the end, his latest novel will be 
a notable contribution to fictive literature. 

Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes reopens ‘‘The 
New Portfolio’ to inform us how seriously 
the business of modern reporting interferes 
with the pleasures of banqueting, but he 
does not tell us that modern banqueting has 
hecome us formal and as farcical as any re- 
port of it could possibly be. Perhaps this is 
the fault of the reporter, but is it his alone ? 
The question is, does not the reporter fill a 
lony-ielt want at the hanquet-table? What, 
for instance, would a parcel of gloomy ban- 
queters, sitting ata table with manuscript

without a reporter’ In Goston, as 
in other places, when these ambitious diners 
mect together and find no reporter present, 
it is their custom to send out and get one, 
and why not? ‘They go to the banquet 
primed, and there is no reason in the world 
why the public should not have the beneiit 
ofit. Dr. Holmes may langh at such re- 
porters as the Reverend Haweis, the English 
fiddler, but there can be no donbt that he 
appreciates aud admiresa genuine American 
reporter, who, whatever else he may be, is 
not stufied to the chin with ideas of his own 
importance. As a matter of course, Dr. 
Holmes knows nothing of the availability of 
the reporter on such occasions, but let him 
ask his literary acquaintances ia a whisper, 
how many times the ‘‘skeleton at the ban- 
quet’” has brightened up their dull and sta- 
pid utterances by substituting thoughts of 
his own. 

As might be supposed, Dr. Holmes’s con- 
tribution is by far the most interesting in 
this number of the Atlantic. He treats, in 
his inimitable style, of the ‘‘occasional’’ 
poems he has written, and gives a recipe for 
writing them. The only fault to be found 
with him in this particular is that, being a 
doctor of poetry, as well as of medicine, he 
does not give a remedy for the ‘‘occasional”’ 
poems by other hands—for who can match 
hisart? Here is the concluding stanza of 
“The Old Tune” 

‘So let us cet as eve draws night 

And life matures and mellows, 

Till nature whispers with a sigh, 
Good-night, good-night,old fellows:!”’ 

Aud here is a littte flower plucked from 
the bhouquet offered to Frederick Henry 
Hedge, on his eightieth birthday : 

‘* Hermes lies prone by fallen Jove, 

Crushed are the wheels of Krishna's car, 
And o’er Dodona’s silent grove 
streams the white ray of Bethlehem’sstar.’

An Interesting Crank. 

General Tecumseh Sherman has lately 
been having a good deal of tiouble in one 
wiy «and another, and the conclusion is 
that he is growing old and irritable. Re- 
cently he settled down in St. Louis, think- 
ing probably that so retired aspot was the 
place for a retired officer; but he had not 
been in St. Louisa month before he found 
himself at war with the authorities of the 
town. His first trouble was with the wa- 
ter hoard. He used a good deal of water 
in sprinkling his lawn, bat when his water- 
tax bills became due, be made an indignant 
protest. It should besaid, however, that at 
first, be regarded the whole matter as a joke 
perpetiated by some of his old friends, but 
when he discovered that he was really ex- 
pected to pay a water tax, his anger knew 
no bounds. ile denounced the water-board 
as rebels and ex-confederate spies, and re- 
fused to pay the tax. 

As our readers may remember, the valiant 
general kicked up quite a dust. Having 
been in the habit of getting his whisky free, 
he regarded the attempt to make him pay 
for water as something more than an out- 
rage: and, naturally enough, he regarded 
the whole affair as an eflorton the part of 
the Missouri secessionists to worry and 
harry an old union veteran. Just how the 
attempt to levy a water-tax on this able 
man would have turned out, no man can 
know, for, following it came a tremendous 
gas bill. This wasthe feather that broke 
the patient camel’s back. After swearing 
that he would have the whole caboodle cash- 
iered and court martialed, General Sher- 
min finally concluded to pull up his tent- 
pips and seek some community where he 
could find repose. He proposed to retire 
fiom St. Louis as he retired from the army, 
on full pay, not including forage and cook- 
liire, 

jut before he could retire, a man named 
Iiy accused him of saying that “had C. F. 
Smith lived, Grant would have disappeared 
from lhistory after Donelson.’’  Ceneral 
Sherman denied most explicitly that he 
could have made use of any such expression, 
and accompanied his denial with a good deal 
of abuse of Fry—abuse that seemed to be 
uncalled for even if Fry had intentional- 
ly misrepresented him. But Fry showed 
that Sherman did make use of the express- 
ion, and fastened it upon bim; whereupon, 
the general, needing a victim, turned upon 
the press and remarked that the business of 
reporting, and of interviewing, and of pub- 
lishing communications from such unau- 
thorized persons as Fry would finally result 
in a bloody war. 

This, however, is notthe last of Sherman’s 
Capers. Lecently the New York Sun and a 
syndicate of newspapers printed some ex- 
tracts from books written by General John- 
ston cnd 2 man hamed Boynton relative to 
the capitulation of Johnston’s army at 
Goldsboro, North Carolina. Interviewed in 
regard to this communication, General 
Sherman makes a tremendous attack on Mr. 
Charles A. Dana, the editor of the Sun, and 
concludes by making another attack on Fry. 


He says that Mr. Dana followed the federal! 
amy during the war a8 4 Spy. A more 
foolish utterance cétuld scarcely be conceived. 
Mr. Dana was assistant secretary of war, 
and he accompanied the army not only 
on the invitation of General Grant, but as 
the representative of Lincoln and Stanton. 
Mr. Dana might have retorted that General 
Sherman accompanied the army as chief bar- 
barian, but he makes no such charge, aad 
thus allows Sherman to make an ass of him- 
self without let or hindrance, 

There seems to be no doubt that there is 
a screw loose in General Sherman, and its 
looseness, so to speak, gets bigger and big- 
ger every day. He is growing old and irri- 
table. and if he livesaiew more years he 
will have to be taken care of by those who 
make it their business to provide remedies 
for the crankiness of cranks.

‘Pre sident Davis e xpected the it ade pend- 
ence of the southern confederacy would be es- 
tablished and that there would be some 
trouble in fixing the boundary line between 
the two republics. He did not believe the 
mh rts would couse nt to a boundary line giving 
Missouri to t confederacy, and it was not 
deemed oxned dient to gel into anv ent ingling 
alliance With the state.

Gough was born at Sandgate, Kent 
in 1817, of educated parents. Hi 
cver, owing to their poverty, was 
vend the age of twelve. At that time 
to Americoto learnatrade. In the meanest kind 
cr poverty and dissipation, he drifted around New 
York and Poston, now working at book bin ding, 
now taking the comic parts in low theatricals, until 
he became much dissipated, and this notwithstand- 
ing his pious training and union with a chure! 
At an carly age he married, and for awhile le 
wore sober life, but hisemployment giving out he 
again took to drink and realized at last ‘that 1 was 
a drunkard,” 

Hlis wife died after a br ief married life, and 
there seemed nothing tor him but a drunkard’s 
grave. Living in Worcester, Massachusetts, at 
this time, deserted by every one, he was much 
surprised at being accosted one day as ‘Mr. 
Gough” by a gentleman who seemed to be a 
friend, a temperance worker he °proved to} be 
who invited him toatemperance meeting where 
he signed the pledge. This wasthe beginning ol 
a better life. Soon after he began speaking aad 
his ready wit, earnestness, and his great sympa- 
thy for the drunkard made him popular not only 
with th i@ Class that he endeavored to reach, but al 
‘oO with those in sympathy with the work, 
His work _was chiefly in New England 
the first year in small towns and cities. Butin the 
second year of his work he appeared in Tremont 
Temple, Boston. After that his lecture tour began 
to include other large cities, until he hus become 
known tothe whole country. 

In the tirst two years of his 
50,000 signers to bis pledge, and his efforts since 
have been proportionally rewarded. His second 
wife has travelled with him through the latter 
years, although they owned a cosy home in 
Worcester, where he spent last spring and summe! 
in recruiting and revising an antobiography. 

Though few men have done a greater work than 
he, £o keenly did he feel the disgrace of his early 
life, that he was wont to say, 
what I might have been had it not been for drink, 
I feelthatif [save but one drunkard itis worth 
iny life’s effort.”’ 

No orator of the century possessed more dramatic 
genius than Mr, Gough. In listening to him his 
audiences were turned into armies for temperance. 
His judgment and self-possession were strong char- 
acteristics. Once ata great mass meeting of hun 
dreds of people the hall took fire, 
it he instructed ushers to quietly move the people 
out from the rear while singing, and his best stories 
in his best style kept those in front absorbed until 
the hall was gradually emptied and he was left 
almost alone. 

Consistency was another one of his traits. ‘I was 
once invited to speak before a juvenile society on 
temperance and temperate habits. After rousing 
all their enthusiasm on the subject, I said boys let 
us give three cheers for temperance and cleanii- 
ness. 

With that I pulled off my cap and out fel 
bundle of cigars which a friend who knew 
love for them had presented. The children were 


amused, but l was embarrassed and yowed that 
I would smoke no more.’’

For ten secondsthe widows were women again. 
Then came ashout which warned them that 
they must be heroines while a red devil linger- 
ed. There was a second rush at the house. 
The revolvers cracked as hefore—the whole 
house shook as the doors received shock after 
shock.
